There is 
considerable excitement in central Kentucky 
in consequence of (ears of a negro insurrection 
ami the threatened raids of guerrilla parties. 

Indianapolis, Dec. 26.— Advices In.m 
Kentucky state llmt detachments of our cav- 
alry had attacked detachments of Morgan's 
cavalry near Cave City yesterday. One. de- 
tachment killed two and captured seven, and 
the other killed three, ntul captured nine. 
The rebels Get] from both attacks. 

Gen. Sherman and Admiral Porter left 
Helena, Ark., for the South on Sunday last. 
Of twenty-six pickets sent out from Helena a 
few nights since, only 2 returned; the bal- 
ance were killed. A force tins been sent out 
to find the enemy. The rebels made a dash 
on Jackson, Tenn., on Friday last, but were 
repulsed. The Federals huld the city with 
8,000 men. 

It is reported here to-night that orders lime 
been sent to Island Xo. 10, to spike ihe can 
non and blow up the magazine on the Ten- 
nessee shore, and occupy the islaud. 

Headquarters Armv or the Potomac 
Dec. 24, — Richmond papers contain a des- 
patch from Charleston, dated the 19th, an- 
nouncing that a very large steamer freighted 
for the Confederate States Government safely 
arrived yesterday, at a .Southern port, bring- 
ing a heavy stoek of shoes and blankets, nn 
immense quantity of cloth, and other supplies. 
It is stated by rebel officers that a largo es- 
tablishment is engaged at Richmond in mak- 
ing pantaloons of the same texture as those 
furnished to our own soldiers. Larye num 
bers of them appeared on the rebel troops in 
Fredericksburg yesterday. 

Gen, Benliam has been unanimously elect- 
ed Governor of South Carolina. 

New York, December 27. — The Times' 
Washington special says that official infor- 
mation from Mexico represents the condition 
of the French army as most critical, their 
number being thinned by sickness, and the 
want of wholesome food. Agents have 
been sent to this country for supplies of 
various kinds, and have been empowered to 
make large contracts for the future. These 
facts having reached the Mexican Minister 
here, lie has entered his solemn protest 
against such supplies being allowed to go for- 
ward. 

The Vanderbil I steamer Ariel was captured 
by the Alabama on the "th Deo. She was 
released on giving bonds to the Confederate 
captain. 

Sir. Seward has sent in liis resignation, and 
Win, P. Ffcasenden, of Maine, has been ten- 
dered his place.

The news from tho States comos down to 
tho ,27th ultimo. There are no very import- 
ant deiuils of tho battle ot Irrcdricksburg in 
addition lo what wo have already published ; 
except it be that Burnsido takes upon him- 
self the responsibility ol bringing on the 
battle. Tho Confederates had moved down 
the rh'er weakening their centre ; but before 
Burnsido could cross they were in strength 
sttHieient to repulse him. A rumor of Burn- 
side having sent in his resignation was noi 
believed. Nothing is reported as to the in 
tentions of tho belligerentH at Fredricksburg. 
Lee's urmy is put down at 7;">,000. Aloiif 
tho Atlantic coast from the Potomac to Sav 
minnli, large Confederate armies are scatti" 
ed, showing a determination to oppose man 
fully the invasion of the Federals. Gen. 
Foster ( Federal), has been successful in foui 
battles on the border of Xorth Carolina am 
Virginia. (Jreut activity seems to prevail oi 
the Confederate side nil along the Atlantic 
coast, doubtless in expectation of Federal 
expeditions. Kentucky and Tennessee ap 
pear to he in a terrible slate from rebel run!; 
and Federal armies. No very serious butt U 
had occurred, although a great buttle wa> 
impending between .Kosekruns and Bragg 
Important news from Southern Tennessei 
may be expected by next advices. Alon^ 
the Gulf Stales nothing important lias oc- 
curred. IJuller is to bo succeeded by Bank* 
with nu army of 70,000 men. The object is 
said to bo trie capture of Mobile, whilst sus- 
picion is aroused that France may make o 
descent in that quarter in aid of the Con- 
federates. iS'ot likely, however. France 
seems to have enough to do in Mexico with- 
out interfering in behalf of the Confederates 
at this juncture. What may occur when tin 
Mexican job is oil' her hands, is nuothci 
question. She appears to be gathering a 
large force in Martinique in the French Wesi 
indies. Quite a sensation has beeu created 
by the capture of the Vnuderbilt steamci 
Ariel by tho Confederate steamer Alabama 
oil' the ens! end of Cuba. 

Tho .S'. 1'. Bulletin, in a savage article on 
tho subject, calls the Alabama " the English 
pirate Alabama." It might just as well re- 
strain its impotent wrath, and speak respect- 
fully and correctly, for the exploits of the 
Alabama and her dashing commander. 
Se mines, entitle her to a different designation 
than that of " pirate," and certainly not thai 
ol an " English pirate.'' The last land-pirate; 
and sea-piratos sailed out o( the United 
Slates under Lopez and Walker for Cuba am! 
Nicaragua ; and if a little wholesome hemp 
had been used on those occasions it might 
have cured tho restlessness that has culmina- 
ted in Secessiu. The best refutation of such 
silly epithets applied to England, lie in tin 
fact that tho Mexican Embassy has protested 
against France obtaining supplies from tin 
Stales, and has got no satisfaction — France 
being allowed to buy all the supplies she can 
pay lor, lo aid her in whipping Mexico. Sucl 
a principle endorsed by the Washington Cab 
inet is an American one — is a right that o 
neutral power always exercises the world

who can ;" yet not one ol the 400 war vesselr 
of Secretary Welles have been able to cap- 
ture her. Let the wrath of the Bulletin di- 
rect its bitterness on the U. S. Navy Depart- 
ment ; not wuste itself in epithets, or in e 
senseless tirade against England. Twu 
subjects have never failed to command ai 
audience in the States : Tho greatness ol 
the American people ; and attacks upon 
England. The Bulletin has dipped its pen 
in the venom of the latter. 

The battle of Fredericksburg has brought 
nbout a crisis in the Cabinet at Washington 
Seward and Chad had resigned, but have 
been induced by Lincoln to withdraw their 
resignations. Mismanagement in the Wai 
Deportment seems to be the cause of the Cabi 
net difficulties. The ultras— the clear grii 
Republicans, the fight-it-out paity, are press- 
ing for u change in the Administration. From 
the tone ol the telegrams it is not improba- 
ble tliat they will win. II the President does 
nit "ive way, it is likely ha and his Cabinet 
will lie on one side, and the majority of Con- 
gress on tho other. Whether the emancipa- 
tion proclamation has had any thing lo do 
with the Cabinet difficulties is not disclosed. 
Nevertheless, it is said that Lincoln will 
issue it. The next news ought to bring Uf 
n copy. Wo observe no sign of a cessation 
of hostilities, though the Tribune affirms thai 
the Souih is willing to return under Demo- 
cratic rule. Treasurer Chase, to show thai 
the Government intend to fight it out, ask- 
Congress to pass a bill granting $900,000,000. 
Such is not a very peaceful looking item in 
the vvarestimatcs.

Washington, Dec. 20. — In tho McDowell 
court-martial to day Gen. Sjgel stated that he 
might have been mistaken in his opinion 
when he Imputed treachery to Gtn McDow- 
ell. In respect to iho charges to his ineffi- 
ciency and want' o'f courage, he testified that 
he believed McDowell evinced incompetency 
as a corps commnador, in support of which 
Sigel citdd several instances. 

An official despatch from headquarters of 
tiio Department of Xorth Carolina, dated the 
loth, to (Jen. Halleck, says that lien. Fester 
left Newborn for Kingston on the 11th, but 
owing to bad roads they did not reach the 
vicinity of the latter town until tho 13th. The 
enemy were posted five miles from the place, 
hul by a heavy artillery lire in front und an 
infantry altack on both flanks, we succeeded 
in forcing a passage without much loss. On 
the morning ol tho 14th our troopj advanced 
and found tho enemy posted in a position so 
well chosen that very little of our artillery 
could he brought into play.

Cairo, Doc. 20 — Midnight. — A rebel force, 
variously estimated ut from '2000 to 8000, 
made a raid in tho ai ri a 1 i, ear Jackson yes- 
terday morning, and after firing into the Irain 
as it passed, tore up the track for a consider- 
able distance. 

The operator at Trenton this evening re- 
ported an attack on that place. 

The ciliz'jiis of Columbus, Ivy., arc consid- 
erably alarmed, anticipating a rebel visit to 
that town. 

Washington, Dec. 22. — Washington is full 
of rumors. Successors to Seward aie named 
from half-a-dozen Scates. It is asserted posi- 
tively to it Fessendeii [Maine] has been ten- 
dered the Premiership, but declined, unless an 
entire new Cab net were made. 

I have made diligent inquiry, bat as yet am 
unable to ascertain whether Seward's col- 
leagues have tendered their resignations or 
not. The President keeps his own counsel 
so exclusively that no one has received tho 
slightest information of tho marine,' in which 
he proposes to settle tho affair. Seward is 
still in the city. It is stated and believed that 
Chase (Secretary of the Treasury) tendered 
his resignation on Saturday. 

New York, Dee. '20.— The Herald sajs 
editorially that Banks is to supersede Butler 
at New Orleans. lie will command an army 
of 7(1,0011. One of the objects of the expedi- 
tion is to capture Mobile, while others are to 
counteract any schemes ol France in tho 
Southern Stales, ami also to co-operate in 
opening the Mississippi. 

Washington, Dec. 22 — Thus far about 
7000 wounded have been brought here from 
Falmouth, Va. Nothing of importance or 
interest lioni die Army ol the Potomac camn 
yesterday. Xo new movements of the enemy 
have been observed. The statement that 
Burnside has tendered his resignation is not 
believed by members of his stall', and is 
probably untrue. 

Cairo, Doc 22. — It is yet in doubt as to 
the amount of injuries done to the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad by the rebel raid. As nearly as 
can he ascertained, the facts are these: Last 
Friday, the rebels, variously estimated at from 
3000 to 10,000, made a break on the railroad 
□oith of J ackson, Tenn , and commenced 
moving this way. Wo therefore are unable 
to hear anything from the territory they pass 
over. They have already taken Oar roll sta- 
tion, Humboldt and Trenton, and at last ac- 
counts were marching on Union City. Large 
quantities of cotton and considerable other 
property have been destroyed in I heir march. 

The Confederates are said to bo moving 
larirH bodies of troops west. There aru little 
or no troops at~ Richmond, or on the 1'enin- 
-iiD. Gen. Leo has 7;" ,000 at Fredericksburg, 
hut beyond this there are no troops in Vir- 
ginia, except 15,000 at Petersburg- There 
are -lti.ooo at Charleston, 30,000 at Savannah, 
und 25,000 at Mobile. The rebels are being 
concentrated in the vicinily of Nashville in 
great strength. 

Fortress Monroe, December 22. — The 
Riohmod Dispatch of the 17th says : Gen. 
Evans, after crossing the Neuse river on 
Monday last, fell hack 7 miles before an over- 
whelming force of the enemy. The Yankees 
have possession of Hampton Roads, on the 
south side of the river, whilst our troops oc 
cupy the north side Every milo of the ene- 
my's is strongly contested. General Evans, 
at last advices, was awaiting reinforenionls, 
and would thou probably drive the invaders 
bad; to New hern. 

Washington, Dec. 22. — The President has 
acknowledged tho reception of the resignation 
of Scwaid ami Chase, and informed them that 
niter due deliberation ho had come to the 
conclusion that the acceptance of the resig- 
nation was incompatible with the public 
welfare. The President, therefore, requested 
them to resume Iheir respective functions. 
The Secretaries accordingly resumed Iheir 
posls. 

(Sen. Dunislde'a official report of the battle of 
Fredricksburg is published. lie assumes tho re- 
sponsibility of moving tho army across the Rap- 
pahannock ut Fredricksburg sooner, ami at dif- 
ferent places from that anticipated by ilia Presi- 
dent, Secretary of War, and Gen. Halleck, and 
as-igna as his masons that during tho preparation 
fur crossing at the place he lirst selected, he dia- 
toverod the enemy had thrown a large purti-n of 
his lorce down tho river, thus weakening his de- 
fenses in front, and ho hopod. by throwing his 
whole command rapidly over at that place, to 
separate, by a vigorous attack, the fortes of the 
enemy below from the force behind the town, in 
which oasewe could fight him with a urcat udvan- 
tagc in our favor. Out for an unexpected anil un- 
avoidable delay in building the bridges, which 
gave the enemy 21 hours to concentrate his forces 
in a stroiiy position, we would almost certainly 
have succeeded, in which case tho batilo would 
would have been more decisive than if ho had 
crossed at the place first selected, As it was, we 
came very near (':) a success, failing, however, in 
the accomplishment of the main object. Wo re- 
mained in line <•(* battle two days— ling enough 
lo dicide thai the enemy would not ciuno out of 
his stronghold to fight us— after which we rr- 
crossed the river. The men returned to their re- 
spective camping grounds, not the least discour- 
aged or demoralised. He adds the fact that he 
decided to movo from Warronton on this lino, 
rather against the opinion of tho President, the 
Secretary of War, and (Jen Halleck, and that .hr, 
whole movement being left in his hands makes 
him responsible. 

In the Senate, to-day, the Vice President laid 
hefoie tho Senate a communication from the Sec- 
retary of State, transmitting the correspondence 
with the Russian Government, relative to tele- 
graphic communication between the mouth of the 
Amoor River and Sail Francisco.

Capturo of the Ariel by the Conf 3 derate 
Steamor Alabama. 
Tua CIIAHE. 
At about 2 o'clock, i". M , on Sunday, tho 7th 
instant, just as the passengers sat down to dinner, 
a -'hark in sight" was reported to Cs.pt. Jones. 
.The Captain immediately left the dinner table for 
tho deck. The vessel was just coining out of tlio 
sua glare, close to Capo Maine, when C.ipt. Jones 
made her out to be English built, and saw she was 
a propeller. He immediately ordered all steam to 
be put on. The propeller hoisted the American 
flag and gave chase. The Ariel, a slow craft, was 
going only about 8 knots an hour, and the Ala- 
bama, under steam alone, at it knits. When 
she gnvo chase she was only about -1 mites oil. 
She soon got close lo tho Ariel, when sho hoisted 
the Confederate flag and tired a blank shot. The 
Ariel paid no at .rntiou, but kept on, when sho 
tired two shells simultaneously, one a steel-pointed 
one, which explodes immediately on Htnking an 
object, and tho o'her a c -mmon fuse shell. For- 
tunately the steel-pointed shell passed over tho 
vessel, but tho round one struck tho foremast 
above the hurricane deck, cutting away nearly the 
she of the shell.

Finding there 
were 1-10 murines on board, he communicated 
with Capt. Semmes, who ordered that they and all 
officers should be paroled " not to serve against 
tho Confederate Stales, nor ia s.ny manner serve 
the United Stales during Ihe war," which, of 
course, had to bo agreed to. The money on board 
the shin was then demanded, ami SS.O'IO in Treas- 
ury Notes, belonging to Wells, Fargo & Co., aud 
&1,SU0 in coin, belonging to other parties was 
taken. Being assured lhat the Ariel had no letter 
mail, the sacks were not overhauled. The sacks 
of Wells, Fargo ,t Co., those of the Panama Kail- 
road Company, aud the Slate Department sacks 
for the U.S. Consul at Aspinwall, all came safe to 
hand.

The sails of the Ariel were cut away and thrown 
overboard, and that was all the injury done to the 
vessel. Capt. Semmes scut for Capt. Jones, who 
went immediately on board tiic Alabama, where 
he was received most courteously, but was told 
that his passengers would be landed and the vessel 
burned, lie lirst proposed to land them in a little 
spot on San Domingo, where there was only n few 
huts. Capt. Jones remonstrated, sUtiug that 
nothing could be had there, and half his passen- 
gers must perish. Semmes thou said he would 
land them at Kingston, He complained bitterly 
of Com. Vanderbilt — said he had given one of the 
finest ships in America to the Government to run 
him down, und he would in revenge destroy every- 
thing belonging to him that ho fell in with.

gains in the Colony, while many more have pre- 
ferred to take their dust with them on leaving, oi 
to send it through other channels. That many 
persons have proceeded thither in search of gold, 
and aftor Bome diligent but vain efforts, have re- 
turned destitute, is not to bo denied, nor is it to bt 
wondered at. Such wus the ease with thousands oi 
their predecessors in the Australian andCalifoin an 
gold mines. liutone fact must be borne in mind 
that while "he complainls of our unfortunate miner 
are spread abroad by him fur and wide, tho foil,, 
nate miner keeps Ilia wealth a secret. And it is 
u«unlly eusy to explain why a man has been un- 
fortunate, aud not only to prove that tho fault has 
laid wilii himself, but have fore told the futility of 
lhat man's elf.irts beforo he started on his venture. 
Sotuo capital is required for gold mining in Cari- 
boo: first, for reaching the gold districts which i re 
at n distaacc|of 400 to 600 miles from this city; th.n 
for the necessary preparations for flaming, and then 
for domestic expenses (.which nro costly) until g. U 
dust ia quantity is obtained. The difficulties wuloh 
were experienced in British Colombia last year, 
however, will be in a great measure obviated in the 
coming season, as excellent roads have been com- 
pleted the greater part ot the distance, and meas- 
ures have been taken by private enterprise to an- 
ticipate the arrival of the miners wilh large sup- 
lilies of provisions. The new route also via the 
Bute inlet and Beatinck Arm will offer competi- 
tion in shortened communication and reduced 
travelling expenses. It is expected that the 
immigration this year will bo as largo as was the 
case last Season, and of Ainorlcans there wl; 
doubtless be nn increase. 

Copper, Silver, Iron nod Plumbago, all exist on 
this Island and British] Columbia, but With the i x- 
ceptiou of silver, the mining in these metals has 
not yet given uppreciablc results. Prospecting and 
mining, however, has been chiefly for copper, 
which yet bids fair to turn to good account, und the 
promise would seoTO to be worthy of every reliance 
lhat the day is not far distant whin the great re- 
sources of our Island in coal will be directed to 
draw out and developo the kindred valuable one o: 
iron. 

ll is expected that tho Stekin gold mines will 
attract much attention, considerable quantities 
of gold have beon discovered there about 2 miles 
from the mouth of the liver, and some eighty 
miners are wintering there at the European seitii- 
ment, Shakcsville, intending to avail themselves of 
the early spring season for mining operations, it 
is nut at all improbable that Stekin will yer. prove & 
great mining country, and its easy access from 
this port is a great advantage in its favor. 

Agriculture and farming pperaliins generally 
have not yet made that progress which the rapid 
advancement of our colonies would have seemed 
to warrant; hut the early future is full oi the must 
tangiblo promise in this respect, Some two han- 
dled settlers have pr»-empted huge tracts of very 
fertile land in the districts on the east side of oar 
Island from Saanich to Comax. including Nanai- 
uio, and in a very short period our productions in 
cereals and fruit will extend to quite important 
harvests 

Fisheries ia Herring, Dog Fish, (for oil), and 
Salmon, are now being actively pursued, and with 
proper encouragement could be largely extended. 
The resident population of this town has increased 
last year from 3000 to about 6000, and the general 
growing prosperity is r.lso quitomarked. The rise iu 
the value of real eitato has fully kept pace with 
this encouraging stale of things. Large sales are 
constantly being effected of lown and country 
lots. Good business property in town has advanced 
in value in twelve months" 60 to ~o per cent. In 
the outskirts of the town, land in favorite locations 
has trebled its value, while good farming lands near 
lown have increased their value fourfold. The 
expansion in trado has called for corresponding 
extension aud improvement in the erection of 
many brick buildings of various descriptions, the 
expenditure upon which in this town during the 
past year will aggregate about one quarter of a 
million of dollars.

COMMERCIAL REVIEW. 

This port comprehends, it may be said, not only 
very nearly Ihe whole commerce in imports of this, 
but of the sister Colony of ilritish Columbia and 
of the Stekin Territory recently placed under the 
jurisdiction of the British Columbian Government. 
This port also forms the depot and the medium of 
nearly all the importing trade with Ihe American 
States of California and Oregon and thcT'erritory 
of Washington The absence of almost any other 
good harbor on this coast, from San Francisco to 
Sitka will permanently secure the commerce of 
these countries to this port, Our harbor is easy of 
approach, and will afford perfect security to amod- 
crale fleet of vessels drawing not over sixteen feet 
of water; those of larger draught find safe anchor- 
age and perfect shelter in the adjoining magnificent 
harborand Iiriiish Naval Station of Esquimalt. Our 
commerce during the whole of the past year, has 
been characterised by n uniform and steady in- 
crease in nearly all branches, without at any time 
any very important fluctuations in prices. This has 
been owing to the general imports from liuropo 
nut being in excess of our growing requirements, 
(the exception being sonic invoices of unsuitable 
goods shipped merely on ventv re) and the great 
facilities affordod by frequent communication, and 
a well kept up freighting business with tho Amer- 
ican markets, which is almost exclusively in the 
hands of our neighbors, rendering it a compari- 
tively easy matter to prevent our stocks of Ameri- 
can goods ever becoming exhausted. Il is tc be 
regretted that no arrangements have yet been made 
for carrying a British mail direct via the Isthmus of 
Panama. 

The statistics of imports of last year demonstrate 
the steady increase of our commerce; and it is 
worthy of notice that the trado in imports from 
Great Britain is steadily superceding that from 
our Ameiican neighbors in various staple articles; 
however, in such as provisions and live stock there 
is not likely to he any competition. Our wants in 
China pioduce are now supplied direct, which 
promises to become continuous; and our imports 
of sugar from the Sandwich Islands for tho past 
year, promise to aggregate an excess over those 
to San I'rancisco. Iu onr exports of produce, that 
encouraging feature of balance of trade cannot even 
be considered, but this is in a great measure com- 
pensated for by the all-important business in the 
sister colony of gold mining. It attracts a largo im- 
migration, capital in the precious metal is drawn 
from the soil, and the wants of the miners absurb a 
largo portion of our imports. The Coal mines at Na- 
nsimo, A r . I., under the auspices of new owners, is 
now yielding largely, and its exports to the San 
Francisco market are becoming of some magni- 
tude, and veins of; much better coal have recent- 
ly been struck. The Alberni saw-mills in Barclay 
Sound are continually loading vessels with lum- 
ber and spars for market in Australia and China. 
A shipment is r.lso occasionally mado from the 
mills in Sooko Inlet, and a considerable trndc has 
sprung np in our experts of Ilritish goods to the 
American market i, and the advantages we possess 
in a fiue port promise tu rentier it a continually 
increasing one. In furs and skins, our exports 
aro by no means unimportant, but as no public 
record is yet made, it is to be regretted that wo uro 
unable to draw up statistics of our exports. 

Coal has been discovered in other parts of this 
Island, which at a future day will very possibly 
be worked to great advantage, 

Tho gold initios of Ilritish Columbia have yielded 
largr.ly the last season, and exceeded the general 
sanguine expectations, being more than the mines 
of California In proportion to tho number of per- 
sons engaged; and the fact is now established that 
Cariboo and tho surrounding regions is amongst the
